The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the examiner 
has considered the amendment filed by applicants on February 5, 2008 and the 
arguments therein. The examiner has acquiesced to applicants' arguments. The 
closest prior art of record, Including Krill et al, which was relied upon for the rejection of 
record, would have lead a person having ordinary skill in the art to conduct the aldol 
reactions taught by the prior art under hydrogenation conditions. It would not have been 
obvious based on the prior art teachings, to conduct an aldolization and then 
subsequent hydrogenation of the resulting condensate, as required by the instant 
claims. Accordingly, the instant claims are now allowed.
